John "Waller's Cranky Paper 
tliat Became the London 
Times. 

Tlio slarLing of lliis great iiewspajior 
99 years ago was i» iih re incident in 
the ili'vrlopiiii-iit of anollier busiuess. 
Ainio.st i.-v(-ry one who lias stood in a 
printing oilicc watching compositors set 
type must.have sometimes asked him- 
self why not have the wbole word cast 
togntiinr instead of obliging tlie printer 
to pick up each letler separately? Sucii 
wiirds as and, llii>, but, if, is, mid oven 
larger words, like aitliougli, notwith- 
staiuiiiig, occur very often in all com 
positions. How ea.sy it would be, in- 
exjierieiic'.'d p'tTHona think, to take up 
a long wind, such as extraordinary, and 
plitc(( it into position in one stroke! In 
till' yciir 17!^o there was a printer nftin- 
ed.Joiiii Walter, well established iu 
l)iisiiiess, who '(Vas fully ri'solved in 
giving the system a trial. At great ex-' 
poiL-io and trouble he had all the com- 
monest words and phrases cast togetli- 
(!r, lie wouki give his type founder an 
onk-i- lik(- this: "Send mo a huudred- 
wcigiit, iiiiulc up ill s(-imrate jiounds, of 
heat, cold, wi.'t, dry, murder, fire 
tireadful robbery, atrocious, outrage, 
fatal calamity, and alarming explo 
sion." This system he called logo- 
graphic printing. In order to give pub- 
lii:ity lo the new system on which he 
held ii patent, as well -is lo aflbrd a full- 
er trial, lic.'^turled a m;wKpa]K'r, which 
he calh-d the Daily Universal Register. 
The newspaper hail some littlo success 
from the beginning, but the logograpbic 
systerH would not work. Not only did 
the compositors p'ace obstacles in its 
->vay, but th(; .system itself presented 
(lillicullii.-s which noitlicr Joliii Walter 
nor any subsequent <'.\periaienter has 
been iible to surinouiil. 

"Tlie whole English language,?' said 
Walter, in one of his numerous ad- 
dresses to the public, "lay before mo 
in a eonfus(,-(l arrangement. It constl- 
inled about 90,000 words. This multi- 
tiulinouM mass I roiUictMl to about 9, 
OUO]by .separating the particels and re- 
moving obstacle words, technical terms 
and common teruiinations." iVfler 
years of labor this most' resolute and 
tenacious man was obliged to give it 
up; it was too expensivf*, too cumber- 
si)in(', loo ilillicnlt. it required avast 
amount of space, and, iu short, it was 
a sysf-ii^ which could not and cannot 
be worked to profit. But though the 
logograpbic printing was a failure, the 
Daily Universal Register proved more 
am! more succe.ssful. It was a dingy 
little shci't, about twice as large as a 
hlieeL of foolscap, without a word of 
i-(litoi-ial aiul containing a .small nuni- 
bor of woil-.selceted paragraphs aud 
news. It had also occasionally a short 
notice of the plays of the night before 
ami a few items of what wenow callsoci- 
eiy go.ssiji. The advertisements after 
I he pap(-;r had liueu in e.v:istence three 
years averaged about 59 a day, most of 
them very short. Its jirice was three 
pence, English, equal to about 1 2 cents 
of our j)resf3nt currency. The piiper 
upon whicli it was printed was coarse 
and cheap. In the tlie third year of its 
existence, on Jan. 1 1788, tho name' 
was chaugcd to the Times*

JAMAICA. 

The Rcui Object ol Sir John 
raacdonald's Jonruey, ' 

(Ottawa dcfl|jalob to Lomlon A.drert!.iar.) 
Confiruiatory evidence now comes to 

hand that thesiiecial objectof Sir John's 
hurried departure for England is to 
procure the immediate entrance of 
Jamaica into the Confederation. An 
urgent request was reeeiveil by one of 
the Departmeute to-Jay, by mail, from 
Sir Charles Tupper, to forward him at 
onco copies of tlio report of the iMc- 
Dougali Commission to the We.st 
Indies, the I'ritisii Nortli Aiimrica Act, 
and tho Franchise l^ill introducted Ly 
Sir John two sessions ago, and agaiu 
last year; and which, it seems, he still 
purposes to make law. Your corres- 
pondent also learuH, ou good authority, 
that Sir oohn, when apjiroaclicd by 
i\] r. Solomon with the proposed annexa- 
tion of Jamaica, at onco fell iu with 
the project, and sent inimediate instruc- 
tions to the High Commissioner to 
ascertain whether the British Govern- 
ment would sanction the union. Glatl 
to be rid of such a source of trouble, 
Sir Oiiarles was iiifornincl that tlie [iro 
ject would he apfiroved of and the 
consummation of tho .scheme aidiMl in 
every way. iro at once cabh.'d to Sir 
John to como to London and lay his 
proposition and plans before the 
Government. As parliament here is to 
meet in January, there was no lime to 
lose, hence Sir John's llight to catch 
the first sLeaiuer (o cross tliu Atlantic. 
If a sa'Jsfactory basi.-? is agreed iqion 
J,.maica will enter the union immedi- 
ately, should the required legislation be 
pnMsi'd. This is Sir John's purpose. 

The Advertiser comments thus on 
the above despatch:- In other coun- 
tries under cotisiitui iouul government, 
so grave a Hle|) would uot^ be laknn 
without p0|jular sanction. But jiopular 
sanction vrill not be sought by the 
Prime Minister. When Confederation 
was eatablished the learders of the 
Reform party committed tho terrible 
blunder of agreeing to the union with- 
out the formal sanction of the country. 
Tliey departed, in this particulai', froiu 
the theory and spirit of our constitu- 
tional system and from one of the 
traditional maxims of the party, that 
the governmnnt of the country should 
be carried on according to tlie widl- 
under-atood wislice of the people. If it 
is necessary lo consult the pi^ople with 
regard to minor changes, it is still more 
necessary to consult them with regard 
to great and permanent changes of this 
Bort. A union once established cannot 
be severed without an act of revolution. 
It is not iuiproi>able that the English 
Government may be glad to be rid of 
the cost of governini.' a turbulinit and 
discontented province like J amaiciu But 
if Lord Derby becomes a party to forc- 
ing Jamaica upon Canada without 
giving tho people of Canada an oppor- 
tunity of saying whether Jamaica shall 
or shall not he included in the union, 
he will commit a very serious mistake. 
That Sir John Mticdonald should lilay 
the trickster in this matter will sur- 
prise no one. But if the Imperial 
GoTornmont, in order toget rid of adisa- 
greeable duty , lends itself to his schemes, 
it must not be surprised if it finds, in 
divesting itself of the responsibility of 
aiading in the governiiicut of a dis- 
contented colony, it has wholly divest- 
ed itself of all its North American 
possessions.

FUTUftE -.POPULATION OF EU- 
.'^ - ~BOBE. 

An omthent Svyisa. rBtatisttcian, Mr. 
Kuinmor, has re'ceiiHy maide' uao of the 
coiiBua returns of Europe in a most inter- 
esting way by calculating from tham the 
probable population of tlio different 
European countries in tlie year 2000. The 
basis of his ostimiito is the population at 
the beginning of a certain period (1870- 
71) oiiUttlte annual inorease per thuusanid 
duriri"g*S period of ten years. Of course, 
it cannot bo assumed that this rate is sure 
to continue, for dillerunt causes, such as 
pestilence or oniigratiou niiyht diminish 
the increuso. But the loss by such causes 
would btar a very small proportion to 
the enormous increase of 120 years. 'J ho 
European country that has gained most 
in population during the last ten years is 
En^jland, whose annual increase has been 
13.5 per thousand; the second is Holland, 
wlioso gain hiis been ll.'l. Following 
them are Germany, with 10.8; Scotland, 
with 10.7; Denmark, with 0.9; Belgium, 
with 9 8, end Sweden, with 9.1. Between 
this and th^ nex% on the list there is a 
long drop to the 6.4 of Switzerland and 
the of Italy and Norway. Austria's 
rate is 7.5, but the very low rate of Hun- 
gary, 1.1, brings down that of the en»- 
piro. l<'or cortaip reasons Russia, Turkey, 
Spain and Portugal are not treated of. 
Ireland's position is an exceptional one, 
her population having decreased annually 
at the rate -of 4.5. It is a significant fact 
that England is increasing lior insular 
population alone iit a rate throe times as 
gi'eat as that of Franco, which is only 4.5. 
'J'lio nu-xt result of the calculationif of Mr. 
Kummer is tlmt these European countries 
cited, which had an aggregate population 
of 187,840,628 at the beginning of the 
census periods under consideration, or, 
on an average, about fifteon years ago, 
will have increased it to 005,801,141 by 
the year 2000. Germany may liavo just 
about quadrupled har population of 1871, 
and England will nearly liavo suxtupled 
liers. Scotland's population will havo 
quadrupled, Italy's will have more than 
doubled, Sweden's more than tripled. 
Germany, on account of her present, ad- 
vantage and high rate of increiiao, will 
liavo a population of 1C4,G7S,07G. But 
England and Wales will have 129,170,146 
Ireland will be reduced to nearly half of 
her population of 1871, and will have then 
a total of only 3,024,77('. Scotland, how- 
ever, wiil possess 13, 28'.), 770, and the 
combined kingdom ot Great Britain and 
Ireland, 145,480,507. Franco will then 
possess 04, 189, 400, falling more than five 
tnillions bolow Austro Hungary, which 
she now e.xceeds, but still surpassing Italy 
by six millions. Switzerland will bo a 
country of 0,151,901 souls, but will be 
surpassed by Denmark with her .ti.x and a 
half millions. Belgium, with her 17,403,- 
032, will very closely tally with the com- 
bined kingdoms of Sweden and Norway, 
with their X7,437,9ll. Holland, with al- 
most sixteen millions on her narrow do- 
mains, will be a very densely peopled 
country, like her neighbor Belgium. 
But in accepting these figures it must be 
remembered that conquests and annex- 
ations might alter the map of Europe, 
and colonization is another important 
faetor in computations of future popula- 
tions. Should Africa begin to drain Eu- 
rope ns America has done, the danger of 
overcrowding in ^ome countries will bo 
averted. 

JAMAICAN ANNEXATION. 

The San Francisco Chronicle does not 
relish the idea of the absorption by Can- 
ada of the West Indian island of Jatnaica. 
It scents a new danger to the exten- 
sion of United States territory in the di- 
rection of the tropical group, and believes 
that if Jamaica drifts toward Canada thu 
entire possessions of Great Britain in the 
Antilles will in the end follow. This is 
probably an extreme view of the matter; 
but oven if it were so a worse fate might 
befall tho group, viz: to f-ill into the arnn 
of the United States. Under Canadian 
rule West Indians will enjoy responsible 
government It is believed that the chief 
object of Sir John Macdoiiald's visit to 
England is to arrange for the an- 
nexation of Jamaica, and viewing 
the scheme from tho standpoint of 
a diversity of climate and resources, 
it has much to reccommend it to tho 
Canadians who are largo consumurs of and 
pay heavy dntie.s on juBt such products as, 
in case of annexation, they will be allowed 
to enjoy free of duty. The Chronicle says : 

"The experiment of federation has sno- 
ceeded pretty well in Caiiiula, so well, in- 
deed, that .Jamaica in anxious to ca.st in its 
lot with tho Dominion. Kcspoiudble gov- 
ernment proved a failure in Jamaica, and 
after a spasmodic oH'oit at a revolution by 
the colored men and a luassuovo by tlie 
troops, the government of the island was 
placed in commission and it has since then 
been a Crown colony. Laiulownor.s, how- 
«Tor,do not derive any ndv.antago from that 
fact, and they aro anxious to do auj'thiug 
that would increase values and gnarantc^e 
better times. Nothing can he had from tho 
mother country, which has its own peel; of 
troubloH, .so tho Jamaicans oast about for 
something to bciu'lit tht-in. Thc^y saw 
Canada forging ahead by reason of its con- 
tiguity to the United Slates and th(i esi)on- 
diture of borrowed iiioncy, and a scheme of 
annexation to the Dominion was pronnilgat- 
ed. It was discussed m Loudon and on ( ho 
island and a formal proposal made to the 
Dominion government. Sir John Mac- 
donald is now in England promoting the 
scheme, as he is very nmbitiona to extend 
tho influence of tho Dominion. 

"The United States is interested in this 
question io " the extent of its direct trade 
with Jaimiica. In 1882 it imported food 
products from the United Slates worth S2,-

Behlin, Nov. 10.— Tho sixty- second 
ballot was taken to-day for members of 
the reichatag, resulting in tho election of 
one conservative, one candidate of the 
centre party, t)no national liberal, one 
Gorman liberal, and two candidates of tho 
people's parly. 

It is reported that twelve professors in 
Cbarkotrand Kietf university are about to 
be diainissfd for holding too liberal views. 

On the re(iuest of Hamburg morcliants 
trading with Guinea, liismarck asked for 
180,000 marks with wliich to defray ex- 
penses of an appointment to tho govern- 
ment of Cameroona, and to provide a 
steamer for eorvice on the rivers and 
along the con^it. 

ENGLAND. 

LoNno.v, Nov. 0. — A lircdainp caused 
an explosion in a colliery at Wa.'imea, in 
Belgium, to-d,iy, by which twenty per- 
sons were killed. 

London, Nov. 10. — An explosion to- 
day in the Tredyor coal and iron conq)a- 
ny's colliery at Flockin, near the town of 
Tredger, caused fifteen lives to bo lost. 

JAPAN. 

Sa.n Fuanc'Isco, Nov. 9. — Steamer Rio 
Janeiro arrived this evening with Hong- 
kong advices of October 14tli, and Yoko- 
hanui of October 22nd. Tokio and Y'oko- 
liauia were visited by a sovoro eartli(|uake 
on October 15tli, the lieaviest ex periencod 
since February 22nd, 1880, but tlie dam 
ago done was comparatively slight. It 
lasted two minutes and was (piickly fol- 
lowed by teveral minor shocks. 

Yokohama advices say that the great 
success of the railways already built in 
Japan has lod to the formation of several 
additional companies, and an extensive 
network of lines will be constructod. The 
government is anxious to keep the con- 
trol in its own hands.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St. Joii.n's, N. F. , Nov. 10,— In the 
uale Saturday night the British schooners 
Northern Light and Elsie oallided off 
North Head, Catalenn.

Lo.NiJo.v, Nov. 10. — ^'I'liero is no abate- 
ment in ihu excited feeling on the Islo of 
Skyo. Crofters from the neighboring 
i.ilaiid3 are flocking to Skyo to assist their 
brethren in maintaining their claiin.s. 
Fully 2,500 crofters will meet the detach- 
ment of of police on their arrival to- 
morrow, and conduct them to Uig. These 
crofltirs will demand of tho police the ob- 
ject of their coming. If an unsatisfactory 
answer is given, the islanders will con- 
duct them back to the landing phiGO and 
ro(iuest them to leave their shores. 

ENGLAND. 

IjONHOX, Nov. 10. — Tho funeral of 
Postmaster-tJeiioral Fawcelt occurred at 
Cambridge to-day. Fully 15,000 persoiiB 
were present. 

LoNU'js, Nov. 10. —Tho show in cele- 
bration of tho entrance toollicoof the new 
lord mayor of London took place to d.-iy. 
It passed of! with immonso echil. Tlio 
weather was fair, and the streets throu;;li 
which tho prooBssion pa.^i.-tud wore 
thronged with enarmuus crowds of people. 
A fine display was made by various 
ancient guilds. Among the most notice- 
able and popular features of the proces 
sioii were several Nile boats fully inuiiiuTl, 
with Soudani/.o altundants and a ilrovo of 
elephants. 'I'iiere were also many splen- 
did cars bearing historical tableaux and 
most elaborato do.->criptioiis. 

FRANCE.

(itb, 1880. 

Paris, (noon) — Since midnight there 
have been 55 fresh ca.ses of cholera. 

Pauls, Nov. 10. — (iroat ■excitement 
prevails here in the lobbies of the cham- 
bers owing to the eonflrtnation of r 
report published in „he Liberto that thv 
cabinet council on S.iturday had decided 
to forego demanding indemnity of China. 
Much discontent prevails on account of 
this ill the Tonquin committee of tho 
chamber and thu chairinnn of the com- 
mittee has resigned, and the committee 
have resolved to postpone presenting its 
report until Ferry has made an explana- 
tion. 

ITALY. 

Ro:.rn, Nov , 10. — At the consistory to- 
day tho pope created nine now cardinals. 
In his alloc'jtion tho pope adverted to 
the painful position in which tho head of 
the church was placed, and tho trials 
through which the church is now passing. 
He dwelt on the progress that tlio Catholic 
Ulinrch was making throughout the world 
and e.ipucially in the United States, 
where a plenary council had just as- 
sembled. 

JAPAN. 

San Francisco, Nov. 10. — Advices 



from Yokohama, Japan, state that two 
American schooners, (the Eliza and So- 
phia .lohnson), and ono British schooner, 
(the Helena), have been captured by Rus- 
sian cruisers, in consequence of poaching 
operations in tho north. 

This steamer Mirows, running between 
Japanese ports and Hongkong, foundered 
in a storm off the China coast on the 21st 
of September. All on hoard were lost, 
with the oxcoption of two of the crow. 
These men were found adrift in a boat in 
an exhausted condition by a fishing junk 
several days after the diaaater. • 

GALIFOIINIA. 
San Fhanci.soo, Nov. 10.— Frank Sul- 
livan, a blacksmith, who on last Tuesday 
night was stabbed by Jas. Coakley during 
an alfray caused by an election discussion, 
died yesterday morning from the effects of 
tho wound. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Boston, Nov. 10. — Advices from Turk's 
island uiitler date of Nov. 2nd state that 
the brig Julia Haskill, Capt. Payne, 
sailed from Wa^iavassa October 11th for 
Baltimore, with guano. The ship encoun- 
tered a hurrieane October 14th, and 
sprung aleak which rapidly increased and 
the brig was abandoned on tho 16th. Tho 
crew, eight in number, took to tho boats 
and made Caicos island, and in attempt- 
ing to land tho boat was capsized and all 
on board, except the captain and ono 
sailor, wore drowned.

This utter- 
noon his wife, aged 20, shot horsolf through 
Iho heart.

AFRICA. 

Dominica, Nov. 10.-- -Tho legislative 
assembly has adoijte.d resolutions to the 
eltect that the only solution of tho present 
dillieulties to admitting llio produce of 
the colony free into the United Slates 
will be to cede thu island to America, and 
aiemnrializing the British government to 
follow this course. 

CANADA. 
TouoNTO, Nov. 10. — St. George's So- 
ciety of this city has appointed a com- 
iniiteo to consider the best moans of pre- 
venting immigration of undesirable ac- 
cosiiiuns to population. 

GERMANY. 
Beulin, Noy. 10. — The North German 
dar.i lle publishes the text of a circular is- 
sued liy the Diike of Cumberland, which 
has boon addre.iaed to all German sover- 
eigns except the emperor. Tho reason 
this circular is not addressed to the em- 
[leror is because the latter refused to re- 
cognize tho notification issued by the Duko 
<if Cumberland to the Brunswick ministry 
on tb.o of tho death of tho lato Diiko 
lif ISrun.-fwick, assuming govoriiinont of 
iho diieliy. The preaciit circular of tiio 
DiiUo of Cumberlantl deiiiands that hia 
|iroclaination assuming the govuriinient of 
tho ducliy shall be countersigned by the 
council of regents of tho Duchy of Bruns- 
wick. Tho duke maintains that tho val- 
idity of his succcsainii is fully established 
liy the constitution; that hia hereditary 
light has not been conteslcd in any tpiar- 
ter, and he holds it is impos:.iuiu for tho 
empire to refuse his right to assum- 
ing the government of the duchy.

An Enthusiisistic Dlcctlng Organ- 
ixe an Association. 

Last night tho City Hall waa filled to 
overlluwiug with Victoria's bust oitizena, 
among whom were a large'' proportion of 
yonn.g men, while inside the railing were 
.a hundred or more lailies. Among those 
)irusent were Kev. Bis!?op Cridge, Canon 
Dwyer, Kevs. Krazer, Bars.s, Tomlinson, 
.and Hon. .). l!obnon, N. Sbakespearo, M. 
1'.. B. W. I'earse, aud otherB, and i\Ir. 
Davis, secretary of the Seattle association. 

The meeting was called by a ooramit i ce 
who wore apfiointed at a previous meeting 
held in the Pa-formed Episcopal Church, 
for tlio purpose of taking into considera- 
tion the beat means of organizing a branch 
of the Young Alen'a (!lirialiiiii Aaaocialion 
ill V^ictoria, with the object of improving 
the moral, social, physical and mental 
advancement of the young men. 

Mr. B. W. Pearso was elected chair- 
man, and called tho meeting to order, and 
the I'ov. Bishop Cridge asked on tho da- 
liberations of the assembly tho Divine 
blessing. 

Mr. Alfred Klott was appointed secre- 
tary of the nil. -iting. 

Tho chairman said that the audience 
had been called for tho purpose of hearing 

the report of the comniittoo appointed to 
drafi ,1 eoiialitnlioii, and stated that thoy 
hadoiilarged on the constitution of the 
Portland association, and had made it read 
th.it its .nenihers bo "Christian," instead 
of "Evangelical." The object waa to got 
the young men and boys under the influ- 
ence of good, rio referred to a letter he 
had reeeiveil from the Portland secretary, 
who tlioughi thai the aiiioiiiit necessary 
for tho starling of a society would bo 
yL',l)IK). 'I lie chairman, however, thought 
this waa ralher largo. .Still ho thought 
any funds that might be required would 
be fiuthcouiiiig. He trusted they would 
all help by their aid and sympathy. 

The Hon. .lolin Uobaon was called upon 
to move the lirsi ii'Sidiil ion m fidlows: 

Ur^.ihwil, That the best iniercats of tho 
coiuinuiiily would bo priimolud by the 
furiiiali'ii of a Young Men's Christian 
Afisociation, having for ila object tho 
spiritual, moral, mental, social and phy- 
«ical improvement of the young men of 
this city and of those temporarily sojuurn- 
iiig ajiO'ii'^st us, imd of all who, in seeking 
;i new sphere of oiuployinenl, are without 
homo iiilluence and care. 

The mover said he thought it waa use- 
less for any one to aland there and uso 
any argument fur the need of suoh an 
assocniiion, and the wonder was that 
tlieio was not such an association now in 
i.visii oi-e li II was fi'll in all other coni- 
iniiiiilie^ th.il such an institution was 
iiecess.ii y, wii.s ii not so here in Victoria / 
.-Mlhoiigii the piciuru in a Victoria paper 
of tho state of the moral condition of the 
city might not he so bad as waa painted, 
yel it was in. I so bright as some of tho 
other pa|iers [laiiited it. Tho moat 
iiirliiH-hiily evivlohCi- was before us that 
N'leloiia was H.d as lunral or as good as 
she ciiiglil lo be. lie was glad that the 
local pro:.s were discus.sing the (juestion, 
anil he hoped that they would continue to 
i do so iioiil ihe wrong wos rectified. He 
j s|iolve III length on 'he extent to which 
evd hail grou ii in the '"ity, and quoted iii- 
cidiMils lh.it h.ol eonie uiuler his own 
uolice of boys who were drunk and yell- 
ing on the atrccls on .Sunday evening. 
He referred to the liberty that was 
graiit"d the saloons liy alhiwing the prac- 
lice of whisky selling and questionable 
games on the Sabbath, and the many 
other intliieiiees that there ivere for evil 
111 N'iclona. An ounce of prevention was 
heller than a pound of cure, aud in this 
caao it wmild be better for them to adopt 
aoint^ means to counteract the influences 
that weri> rife for evil. Some of the llowor 
ni till! youth were ruined by tho inllu- 
eiicea for evil that were among them. He 
said that the people iheni^eK-es had the 
power of qiiellintr the evil, tor if public 
opinion demanded it tho lauincil and 
police would grant their demand. He re- 
ferred to the number of hoodlum boys 
and pro-dilutes that there wore in this 
city, and the gl.iroig way in which such 
persons went through our streets and 
parks aiiil lo einori liiimeiits. Ho said 
ihero waa a l.irgi! |U'op irtion of young 
inon in Victoria who wore away 
from homo inflnenoea and loving care. 
Waa there a motlior in Victoria who 
would not (eel her boiirt stirred Vi_v tho coii- 
ililioii'd Mil- youii,;; men, straugers here? 
'I'hi'.N bad no |il;u-e to go to but to saloons, 
and such an iiisl it lit ion as the Y. M. C. A. 
oughl to be rstuMislii'd to furuish a place 
fur young men to spend their evouinga 
among iiillumces for good. Thoy could 
iioi do b. iler than to assist in building up 
such nil organization. 'J'hey Hhould all 
I'onie out as Christians and assist iu tho 
elVort. 

liev. Mr. Prasor said that he had no doubt 
the resolution would oan-y, and ho was 
glad that as a now comer he had the honor 
of secondini; il. Thi- formation of this as- 
soiiilioii would lie a couiiteraetion of tho 
evils uliirh !,iirriiuijded young men hero, 
lie Ihoughl Ihut the assoeiation would be a 
prevent:i!iv2 of i.'vils and that il would bo 
the nieaiii. of pninioting good ; that it would 
also 11.' the nmans of drilling young uum in 
go, 111 priiieiptrs. The great desideratum 
to-day was lo get young men of integrity 
and not of ability and education. They 
wanted to seethe rising gnuoration of young 
men honest and conscientious. It would 
promote Chri.stiau intelligence among young 
men. If a man wan a Christian he should 
be nlili' to give a rea.son for it. llo thought 
llierc was great need of such an association 
liere. Tlii r--' was another roa.son for such 
an .issoi iation anil that was that il would 
give il splendid op|ii,rluuity for young 
( lirislians to excieise Iheir gift.s. II ^,ave 
also to llie iiii-iolM rs of (Jbristinu elmrches 
an oppioiiinily of working together. 

The chairniau theu put tho (juestiou, 
which was oarriod unanimously. 

iMr. N. Shakuapoare, M. P., read tho 
next resolution , w Inch was: "That this 
meeting [iledge." ilself to aid and asaist in 
every way the idl'orl lo esl.abliali this !>s,!0- 
I'ialioii on a linn iiasis, so that an organ- 
ized and coiilinnmis alimiipt ni.'iy bo mado 
lo iiitluence tho young for good, and en- 
able them to reaist the many temptations 
which visit tlioso who aro far aw.ay from 
honu^ and the inirifying influence of a 
inolbei's love." lie said he believed the 
aaaocialion sought t.i be eatabliahed would 
bo QUO of tho most bsntJlicial that was 
over formed among them. It would, in a 
large measure, prepare young men for 
their dutica as citizens The wonderful 
aucces.s' that had already attended the Y. 
M. IJ. A. showed thai il w.is a work of 
God. To say thai we needed such an in- 
stitution would be merely repeating what 
we cannot but admit. There were more 
young men in our city to-day than there 
were ever before. The young men who 
weru coming to our city wuro a better 
class than heretofore; I hey had all been 
given a pimis home Iraining. In the ab- 
sence of such an iu.Uitiition some j'oung 
men were liable to stray away. They 
found no association similar to those they 
left behind. They found no placu to 
siiend their leisoro llollr.^ but tho saloon. 
It was impera' ive 1 hat tliey should make a 
strong effort ti! establish the Young Men's 
Christian Association here on a strong 



basis, and ho had no doubt that when a 
demand was made upon the people for 
financial support it would be given. 

BAv: Oanon Dwy6r seconded tho reso- 
lution. He had not much left to eay. A 
vo»y portiuent question waa once asked, 
"'Whure ia thy brotkerC which waa met 
with an impertinent answer: ".\m 1 my 
brother'a koeperi" Ho IioiwhI there was 
no such class of people in Victoria. As 
to Iho objects of the t rgani;-.atifin, there 
hud been a great stream of immigration 
here, and it might likely continue to 
come. He liad thought ho knew a great 
deal about natural history, but there was 
an animal that lie had never met bi tore 
which was said to be found in V^ictoria, a 
"hoodlum." What shall we do to tamo 
him? He was afraid to say too much 
against him or he might be pelted in tho 
streets. If no immigration poured in 
there wan certainly room for atich an aa- 
Hociation for the purpose of regaining to 
reapoclahility tlieao hoodlums. If they 
wanted to attract those young men they 
must have an attractive place, and ho 
thought $2,500 was none too little for the 
purpose. They should do it well or not 
at all. 

The aecoiid resolution was also put and 
carried enthnsiaatically. 

Mr. Davia, soiiretary of tho Seattle 
association, spoke of tho history 
of tho inception and riao of the 
Young IMen's Asaooiation; how from 
a very small beginning they had now 
2,8(50 associations, 842 of which wore in 
North Ameriea. They needed a Y. M. C. 
A. if they had not a single saloon. They 
wanted an association that wmild load the 
young men into a bo'. ter life and purer at- 
mosphere. The rigtit way to begin was 
to secure funds and open out a cheery 
reading room well lighted, warm and com- 
fortable, with a library of magazines and 
books, and rooms wln^re social games 
could bo indnl;-(.d in. The speaker then 
handed around printed blank agreement.^ 
for the purpose of subscriptions, and the 
handsome amount of §005.50 was aiib- 
acribed in ;i few minutes. 

The meeting then elomtd by aingiug the 
doxology and the people (lispersoil. 

Tho gathering generally was a most en- 
thiiaiastio. one, and there can be now u.i 
doubt of its Hoon beianuing a factor for 
great good in our midst.

Mobs and Soldiers Burning the 
. Cliiircbes. 

HoNOKONO, Nov. 9. — Ohinosa mobs 

have boon committing fearful outragi.iin 
places of Christian worship, and oi. .iir- 
aona at Canton and interior points. In 
the province of Kwang Tung alone, four 
Roman Catholic and five Protestant 
churches were destroyed, and a hundred 
and seventy houses of resident Christians 
lotted r.nd tho occupants drivt;)i :iway. In 
Nam lloi three Catholic chapel.'' and the 
convent's houses wore pillaged, tho priests 
and occupanta beaten and tho women out- 
raged; at Shi Hung the Church of Eng- 
land chapel was destroyed, aud thoy toro 
tho clothes from the preacher's wife and 
shamefully treated her; at Ohantoun tho 
Wcsleyan chapel was destroyed. The 
Christians are Ueoing from tho province 
to Hongkong. Tho Chinese gave them 
the alternative to ai.icrifico to tho idols or 
leave homo. Thoy preforrotl tho latter. 
Many of the women were caught by tho 
mob and outraged. Twelve Cantonese 
villages have isBiied notices to all Chris- 
tians that they must leave. Fifteen 
churcho.s in those villages have already 
boon destroyed, several stores looted, and 
many persona are homelosa. Although 
tho attention of the Chinese authorities 
has been called to those barbarous acts, 
they refuse to notice them. At Kite 
Yung A mob and soldiers destroyed all the 
Roman Catholic, English and Presby- 
terian churches; at Watow the Roman 
Catholic priests were ordered to leave, 
and after they had left the Chinoao 
soldiers broke into tho house and ravished 
the female converts. News reached 
Shanghai from Peking that Mr. Bagnall, 
a colporteur of the American Bible So- 
ciety, had been murdered in the province 
of Shantung. 

i!:;.siiKi)N(j, Nov. 9. — Full reports of 
the riots lioro, which began Sept. liOlli 
and lasted llireu days, show thorn to havo 
been less serious than reported. The 
trouble began through the refusal of tho 
Chinese workmen to help to load the 
French merchant voeaols. They were 
taken lo tho police court and fined five 
dollars each. Tlmy attempted to resist 
by force, but sixty rioters wore arrested, 
aiirl one shot dead, when all fled into 
Chinese territory. This ended Iho riot. 



A Caustie Letter from Beeeher. 

Henry Ward Beecher having stated iu 
one of liis speeches that ono Joy, a promi- 
nent railway man, had told him that lilaiuo, 
while, speukor of tho house, had otTored to 
"tii" a committoo to suit Joy if tho latter 
would take certain railway stock, the 
latter wrote a denial, whereupon Beecher 
sent the following reply: 

"BitooKLYN, Got. !28, 1884. 

"3Iu. Jov:— Sir — You said at your own 
table, before tne, that Mr. Blaine offered to 
form a eommillee us you desired it, pro- 
vided yon would take certain bonds of him 
at par. Yon did loau back in your chair, 
put you thumbs into yo iv vest shoulders 
and add wilh contempt, 'That's tho man 
Ulaiiie is.' I did not violate the laws of 
hospitality iu using the incident. I never 
spoko of it publicly until your injudicious 
friend. Gen. Alger, made a garbled state- 
ment, which, under your denial, made mo a 
false witness. Then I was justified in self- 
defence. 

"A member of Plymouth Church who is 
ashamed of his own name explains, iu close 
connection with your letter of this morning, 
that Mr. Beecher is kuowu lo be very for- 
getful. Yfis, 10,000 things I forget, aud 
10,000 things I remember. I do both 
thoroughly, and your statement was burned 
into my memory as with lire, and your false- 
hood will, I feel, be burned iuto your mem- 
ory as with lire. Such effrontery is marvel- 
ous oveu in this political campaigu. Do you 
dare look ex-Gov. Baldwin, of Michigati, in 
the face, who sat next to me at your table, 
and deny that yon made suoh statements'? 
What will he think of you? Bo ymi dare 
say that you uover made like statementa of 
-Mr. Blaine's conduct in tho transactiou 
alluded to to i^. Smith, iire.sidont of tho Ore- 
gon Trituseoiitincutal ConipanyV Charles 
.Janii>a and Mr. Iveeland, of tho Now York 
I'levated Railway, both say that Jlr. Smith 
statud to thom that Joy had made to him 
like statements. Will .Mr. Smith publicly 
deny it? Will you deny to Mr. John Har- 
mon, Qf^lietroit, who was your attorney 
and waa conversant with the whole matter 
at the time of its happening, tho correct- 
iicas of the subatanee of my Btatomciit. 

"Allow me lo ask, by way of refresbing 
your memory, whether the amount which 
Blaine required was not nearer $10,000 lhau 
i?i2r),000; \\ bother Iho interniodiary bolweeii 
Blaine and yourself was not "Subsidy" 
Pomeroy, and wLelher proper and honest 
imlignalion on that occasion was not so ex- 
treme that you would havo sworn outright 
had il not been, luckily, that you were a 
ehurcb membor? Mr. Joy, you have tokl 
this story too mauy times, and to too many 
people to have made it ' prudent to deny it 
uow. The advantage which ia expected 
from your denial can last but a day or two, 
but a lie will iujuro forever. It will abide 
with you, follow you home, dwell in your 
memory, bn prosoiit in your old r.go, strrnd 
by your cofTm, and meet you in God's judg- 
luout day. May He who found a way to 
forgive lying Peter forgive you aud bo with 
you in your last hour.

"Yes, Kir, 1 slmll lie .ultid to tell The 
Enquirer any tbinij ilmt it niiiy wish to 
know . about , tho scicncp..o£ phrenology, '' 
said the professor when the "wrLter hacf ex- 
plftined uiattors. "There is so miinh mis- 
conception ami so niiiny niistiikeu idciis 
about the whole subject that I should al- 
most esteem it a privilege to state what the 
science really is and what it can accom- 
plish. 

"t'ranlal protuberances, or bumps, as 
they are popularly culled, uro not at all 
the bases of pbrenologieal measurement. 
You cannot state thill fact too ntrongiy. 
Ninety-nine out of 100 men imaifine that 
jihrenoloiry is buinpoloi^y, and laugh at 
thi; idea that all the soiJarate passions and 
qualities of the mind sliould nnuiifesl 
themselves in hills or hollows on tbeshull. 
'Dioy are right in laughing at tlnit idea; 
but unliappily for the point of the joke no 
pbrenologi.st holds, or ever held, to it. , 

"It is true that bumps or sharp eleva- 
tions on tho skull usually, indicate recent 
activity of the subjacent parts of the brain, 
and depressions are often caused by a great 
deficiency of certain faculties; but there 
will never be found more than three or 
four peculiarities of this sort upon any one 
head, so that in order to estimate the forty- 
three faculties, or brain 'Centers,' recog- 
nized in phrenology, it is certainly obvious 
tliat we must depend upon something else. 
The fact is, wo determine the development 
of the 'centers' by the iliiimeter of the head 
nt cettiiin points, or by the height of the 
heiid, reckoning from the ears and not by 
bumps. 

'"I bo activity of the brain and the gen- 
eral bent of the ndnd wo tell from the 
temperament. A bead liigli and broad ou 
top indicates moral sentiment; one pinched, 
low and sloping like a giible roof shows a 
lack of eonseientiou.sness. Great breadth 
of the bead at the sides iiulieates love of 
gain, sense of economy, comnierei.-d talent, 
etc., while the high, narrow bead shows 
unselllshness and geuerusity. 

"Tho broad, square forehead is the sign 
of a thinker, one who relleets, plans, loolvS 
l)elow the surface and into the fiUure, and 
is often too theoretical. The full lower 
forehead, retryitiug above, shows practi- 
cal judgment and skill ia the use of tools. 
"Tlien as to the particular chaimel in which 
certain faculties run, we may expect com- 
bativeness and the square forehead to in- 
cline its possessor to argument and word 
war while with low quality or coarse in- 
stincts combativeuess would be manifested 
in love for physical enciiunters, iiri/.e 
lights, etc. A liicchanical head with a 
mental temperament makes an artist, while 
with a less sensitive organization the in- 
dividual woidd be satisHed at the anvil or 
shoemuker's beiich. "

the outer doors are all carefully closed to 
shut out tho heated air, and the wiiulow.s 
are shaded.

Wo rise with the dawn at this season of 
the year. We ilrove out yesterday morn- 
ing soon after the sun apjieared above the 
horizon, but its heat was even then so 
fierce that we recoiled from its touch, and 
carefully closed the doors of the box-like 
convoyanee on the sunny side, ('arriaj'ea 
passed us bearing ))ak' faced ladies and lit- 
tle children with cheeks pitifully blanched 
by the cruel beat. Sitting on the broad 
verandas of sonii! 'of the bungalows were 
family parties gathered aliout small tables, 
rcfresliiiig themselves with toast and tea, 
with which the day iu India invariably be- 
gins, the real breakfast being served at a 
later hour, when outdoor duties are at an 
end. 

On the roads were long lines of men and 
women on their way to market, bearing on 
their heads baskets filled with golden 
melons or the luseious mango, a fruit 
much esteemed by foreigners as well as by 
the natives of ibe eountry. Others were 
carrying huge b.asUets tilled with a large, 
coarse cucumber. L'luler some great 
m;uigo trees by the highway was a straw 
but, within which were several porous 
iars tilled with water, iieside Ibem .sat a 
llrabmin reaily to serve thirsty wayfarers. 
This is a favorite method of laying up a 
store of merit. 

Bj' or 10 o'clock Ibe great heat at this 
season drives within doors all Kuropeaiia 
not compelled by stress of cireunKl.'Uices 
to remain abroad. When tlie mercury 
stands as now, at .117 degrees in 
the shade and 171 degrees in the sun, 
even the natives of the country 
dread o-xposure to Us power, and the streets 
are almost deserted at miilday. Tho few 
travelers venturing abroad have their faces 
muHled to shut out tho scorching wind, 
just as in northern latitudes a hke means 
IS employed as a protection against tho 
piercing cold. For I",nroi)eans life within 
doors is made conipiiratively comfortable 
by closing all the outer doors after the 
early morning, and keeping iu motion a 
kind of large fan susi-Kiuded from tho 
ceiling. There are also other ilevii;es for 
reducing the heat. Such care is necessary, 
not for comfort merely, but even for tho 
preservation of life, and no more savors of 
luxury than the introduction of stoves and 
grates and furnaces into your dwellings iu 
the bitter cold of a northern winter. 

No fear of rain, for our climate is not 
like yours, capricious and unrcliahla AH 
this bustle of preparation is in autlcliiation 
of the bursting of the monsoon, a.s we 
style the openmg of the rainy season, and 
this is "due" here the latter part of .tune. 
Not lialf an inch of rain has fallen hero 
within tho last live months; Indeed, we 
have not had a rainy day since tho close of 
the rains in September last. Our winter 
rains quite failed, and there is in conse- 
quence, not only here but in many parts 
of nortlicni India, a scarcity of water, 
and in some i>Iaces an actual water 
famine. Situated as we are between 
two great rivers, tho Ganges 
and the Jumna, we sufTer le.ss 
than many others. At this seasim many 
of the natives bathe twice in the day, and 
in the morning, but more cspeci:dly in the 
evening, troops of pcojile may lie seen on 
their way to the rivers. Of eoiirsi^, a 
scarcity of water means a scanty food sup- 
ply. A column in the daily paper always 
scanned with interest is that embracing tlie 
"crop and weather reports. " Here tho 
fluctuations iu the market are noted, a 
matter of momentous import in a country 
so densely populated as India, Ihe changes 
in the temporatttie are recorded, ^nd tho 
condition of the community as to health is 
reported. 

At this season those Europeans whose 
employments and whose means will per- 
mit such an indulgence, flee to the moun- 
tains ; and dcligbtfiil it certainly is to ex- 
change this Ktitliu!; heat and pestilence- 
laden air for cool and health-giving 
breezes. In this lieat even aninmls suffer 
much, and valuable bfirses and ilogs are 
sometimes sent to the hills to remain (luring 
tlie heated term. In one of oiii dailies I 
recently saw this lulvertiseiiieni : ''Valua- 
ble horses nnci other animals needing a hill 
climate during the hot sciuson can be ac- 
commodated on a farm near Nam! Tal. " 

For those who must remain on tho 
plains during this excessive heat, the use 
of ico is a great relief. N\ e are no longiu' 
dependent upon America for our ice 
supply, as in many of our largo 
cities ice factories have been estahHshed, 
thus bringing the luxury within the reach 
of persons of very modest iuconies. Many 
of the natives have learned to esteem the 
use of ice a grateful iidditidii to tlicir nun- 
fort. In an adverllseinem of ■.iie of mir 
great comiianies havine' factories at .VI- 
lahabad, Liicknow and -\gra, we find this 
addressed to high caste natives: " We in- 
vite inspection of any of nur faclories by 
our native friends, .'o Ibal lliiy may see 
for themselves that Ibe iec is inanii- 
facfured with all due regard lo caste, ami 
that nothing is done to offend the most 
prejudiceiL ' 

Recently a fire in Bombay destroyed a 
large ice f'actorj', and had the bread supply 
been cut off there would not have been a 
greater outcry than was raised at the 
prosipect of au ice famine. Poona Madras, 
Allnhahiid and other cities were asked by 
telegram to send a.ssistancc to the siillorers 
and promptly r&spoiuled to the call, 

'This is the season of diist-.itorms, very 
unpleasant visitations in themselves eon- 
siJercd, but most heiielicial in their re- 
siill.J, as they imrify the at inos|iliere. 

With wealth ai command to bring 
within ri-ach all Ihiil may be procured to 
alleviate Ihe ills of life, one can be pliys- 
icalK- comfortable even in this land.

The Sandwich Islands boast of two 
natural wonders, tho lur<ro3t extinct 
and tho largest active volcano in ther 
world. Tho former is located on tho 
island of Mani, tho summit being near- 
ly 11,000 foot above tho level of tue soa, 
and tho orator over forty-dight miles lu 
circumferonco. Ono can look down in- 
to tho crater 2,000 feot^ the sides now 
terraced and covered with sandalwood, 
giant ferns, and a wonderful profusion 
of tropical flowers and shrubs. Tho 
active volcr.ac is situated »>n t!';^" Islsnd 
of Hawaii The crater is sittiatod on a 
spar of Maiyia Loa, 4,000 foot above 
soa lovol.

You go down, down 
over this alu.i.jt poriiondioular wall 
800 foot, and stand on tho lloor of tho 
crater. This is tho jilaco of eternal 
burnings, the house of everlasting liro 
of Hawaiian mythology. Tho area at 
tho bottom of the orator is not a liquid 
mass, but for miles and miles all 
around there spreads a scono of un- 
earthly grandeur. Five or six lakes of 
tiro Ho to loft and right; tho lloor bo- 
noath is so hot ono can scarcely walk 
over it; lava issues up through tho fis- 
sures. Hugo cones twenty or thirty 
foot high, mado by the bubbles of lava, 
rise through tho noams and are cooled 
by tho air.
